These bands had occupied mansions tn: | 
the districts of Letterkenny, Ruppoe, 
3urnfoot, Cardonagh, Ballyshannon 
and other centres, anda concerted efr- 
fort was made today by the Free Stute 
forces to terminate this brigandage, 

About 3 o’clock in the morning a de- 
tachment equipped with rifles, bombs 
and. machine guns surrounded a Bally- 
macool house, near Letterkenny, the 
property of a loyalist, which the ir- 
regulars had commandeered. One hour 
was given for their surrender, but the} 
rebels failed to comply, and fifteen 
minutes after the expiration of the 
stipulated time the Free State forces | 
opened fire, the irregulars replying with } 
rifles and revolvers. <A section of the 
defenders were dislodged by the use of 
bombs, splinters of which wounded two | 
of them. -The entire party, numbering | 
twenty, with a large quantity of arms, 
ammunition, grenades and. stolen mo- 
tors, then surrendered.

Six 
Crossley tenders packed with Free 
Staters from Moville, converged on Car- 
donagh, where it is reported the in- 
surgents are offering resistance. 

Irregular strongholds at Ballyshannon, 
Finner Camp and Bundoran were also 
attacked and capitulated after a sharp 
fight in which some casualties are re- 
ported. 

As a result of these operations the 
irregulars for the first time for many 
weeks did not hold up any Great North- 
ern trains between Strabane and Lon- 
donderry. 

After about twenty minutes firing, 
troops operating in North Donegal cap- 
tured this evening the Cardonagh - po- 
lice barracks, which had been occupied 
by irregulars. The leaders of the in- 
surgents was wounded and the garrison

@iter the efforts of the United States Railroad Labor Board to halt a strike 
of 400,000 shopmen, set for tomorrow, had met with apparent failure. 

Neither the maintenance-of-way employes, who also have been taking 
a strike vote, but who have decided not to walk out tomorrow, nor the 
shop crafts mechanics, who are scheduled to throw down their tools at 
10 o'clock tomorrow, have anything to do with the actual operation of the 
trains, the railway managers explained.

WASHINGTON, June 30.—The Admin- | 


istration's. final effort to end the coai 
strike by persuasive means will be made 
tomorrow morning when President 
Harding will meet with fifty operators 
and ‘mine union officials. 

When he addresses the conference the 
President will go beyond seeking a 
temporary settlement of the strike and 
will urge miners and operators to agree 
to take steps leading to a thorough 
reorganization of the coal industry. 
Without. this: reorganization the Presi- 
dent and his‘advisers see no hope of 
permanent peace in bituminous coal 
fields. 

Should miners and operators accept 
the Federal Government’s plea to work 
out some mutual plan for disposing of 
their differences, the indications are that 
the President will then ask the miners 
whether they will return to work pend- 
ing the result of the joint conference. 
"There -is Httle doubt as to. what the 
miners’ reply would be to! such a pro- 
posal, namely, that. they would: return 
to work at the present wage scale, but 
it appears tonight that objections would 
come from the operators unless the min- 
ers would agree to reductions. 

There were rumors this morning that 
the miners might be ordered to report 
back ‘to. work next Monday, but when 
skepticism was expressed at the White 
House the rumor, which came from an 
official source, “died an obscure death. 
About twenty-five mine union officials 
and-an equal ‘number of opérators will 
meet with President Harding and Secre- 
taries: Hoover and Davis tomorrow. The 
President will tell the gathering that the 
Administration has no authority at pres- 
ent“to. end the strike. He intends to 
make no thréats of drastic action ahd 
he will maké no attempt to compel an 
agreement. He hopes that the miners 
and operators will be willing to confer, 
analyze conditions in the coal industry 
and seek a settlement without Govern- 
ment » interference.

WASHINGTON, June 30—The full 
support of the Harding Administration 
is behind the efforts. of the United 


States Railroad Labor Board to avert a! 


railroad strike. President Harding is 
understood to feel that the Federal Gov- 


ernment is in a better position to step 
into the railway labor situation than into 
the coal strike. The strike against the 
decisions of the United States Railroad 
Labor Board will be regarded as an out- 
right defiance of the attempts of the 
Government to obtain a peaceable settle- 
ment. 

It was said with unusual emphasis at 
the White House today that the Presi- 
dent insisted that the position taken by 
the Federal Government must be ac- 
cepted as supreme. He holds that the 
Railroad Labor Board is the one agency 
for the expression of the judgmént of 
the Goyernment on railway wages and 
he has confidence in the decisions of this 
board. These decisions will be insisted 
upon by the Administration as repre- 
senting whatever authority over railroad 
wage disputes has been conferred upon 
the Federal Government by legislation. 
As the Presidént is represented as view- 
ing the situation, he sees no d'fference 
between labor’s resistance to the board's 
wage reductions and the evasion of fixed 
wage scales by railroad managements 
eoncluding outside contracts. He looks 
upon either as a defiance-of the judg- 
ment of the Railroad Labor Board: 

Ben W. Hooper, Chairman of the 
Board, has kept President Harding in 
touch with the developments of: the 
Chicago negotiations. It is the White 
House. opinion, based upon ‘these re- 
ports, that there has been gross mis-

approval of wage reductions. Mr 
Hooper has assured the President that 
wage reductions of maintenance-of-way 
men have not been framed upon the 
minimum living wage.

Hooper Exhorts Roads’ Executives. 


Following the evidence of Mr. Grable, | 
Chairman Hooper turned to the rallresd 
representatives present. He said to 
them: \

among the railway officials here who 
came up from the ranks to stand up. 
This is a Methodist meeting for a min- 
ute or two.”’ 

It seemed as if the executives rose 
in a body. The majority of them had 
once been in' the labor ranks. 

“TI had a talk with a railroad presi- 
dent this morning,”’ said Mr. Hooper, 
after the men had resumed their seats. 
‘‘ He worked for $15 a month on a rail- 
road when he was 13 years old. Prob- 
ably he is here now.”’ 

Then the Chairman continued, 
mood almost evangelistic: 

‘‘I want you men present here, who | 
are authorized to represent your roads, 
to get out of this contracting, which is 
in violation of the decisions of this 
board and, as we believe, the Transpor- 
tation act.

‘‘In the interest of harmony, how- | 
ever,’ he sald, ‘‘and with a definite 
view of removing every last vestige o 
colorable cause of comptatint, these car- 


riers are prepared now to say to the 
board, without prejudice to their legal 
rights, that if. and only if, such action 
will avoid a strike, they will undertake, 
as soon as they. may de“so, to end the 
agreements of these carriers, which 
have been involved in the hearings this 
week, that cover repair of equipment.’’ 

Raiph M, Shaw, General Counsel of 
the Chicago Great Western, said: 


"The Chicago Great Western Rail- 
road Company believes -that there is in- 
volved in the proceeding before the 
board today a much larger question than 
the discussion of technical legal rights. 
This company will take immediate steps 
to cancel the contracts in question.’’ 

H. E. Byram, President of the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul, said: 

** We are prepared to discontinue any 
contracts we have that are in violation 
of the board’s award.” 

Ralph Budd, speaking for the Great 
Northern Railroad, said: 

‘* Tf the board believes we are in vio- 
lation of its orders, we will cancel the 
contract.’”’ 

F. H. Alfred, speaking for the Pere 
Marquette Road, said that the shops 
would resume Monday under direct 
supervision of the road. 

J. H. Kurn, for the St. Louis & 
San Francisco roaG,; said they had only 
a contract, and they would cancel 
that, 

W. G. Bierd, President of the Chicago 
& Alton, told of a contract for han- 
dling coal, sand and cinders, and said 
if it was ‘‘harmful to the movement now 
in progress, we propose to ¢ancel it.’’ 

Hale Holden of the Colorado & 
Southern said: ‘If it is a question of 
contracting on the Wheeling & Lake 
Erie property that we are cited before 
your board on, we will hit the trail and

we will stop it.” ,

A further statement of its position in 
regard to the various wage disagree- 
ments with the shopmen was issued last 
night by the New York Central Lines. 
Installation of the piece-work- system 
was said to have considerably increased 
the wages of the men at the shops in 
Elkhart, Ind. The statement read in 
part: 


“At the Elkhart shops, where the sys- 
tem has been in effect since December, 
31921, we find that during the month of 
April, 1922, the average hourly earnings 
on the plecework basis of the eighty-six 
machinists there employed were $1.10 
yer hour, against a. rate on an hourly 
basis of 77 cents; that the thirty ma- 
chinists’ helpers on the piecework basis 
average 79 cents per hour against a rate 
on the hourly basis of 54 cents; that the 
thirty-nine boilermakers employed at 
the.shop averaged $1.19 per hour, against 
an hourly rate of 77 cents; that the 
thirty-three boilermakers' helpers earned 
un average of $2 cents per hour on the 
plecework basis, against an hourly rate 
of 54 cents; that all the blacksmiths 
averaged well over $1, against varying 
oe ranging from 77 to 87 cents an 
our. 

“The amount of overtime work by 
the men is shown to be so altogether 
insignificant as not to be of any con- 
sequence. Not a single man in the shop 
working on the piecework basis earned 
less ‘than he would have received on 
the hourly basis. The average earn- 
ings of the employes are greatly in 
excess of what would have been paid 
at the hourly rates."' 

Workmen at the Elkhart and other 
shops have petitioned for the retention 
of the plecework system, according to 
the statement, but the charge has been 
made by the union officials that these 
petitions were inspired by the company. 

Denial of any intention to re-establish 
the piecework system was made by the 
Baltimore & Ohio Raltlroad Company. 
‘This company has not undertaken to 
re-establish piecework and has had no 
negotiations with its employes looking 
to a resumption of this practice,’’ its 
statement read. ‘' There are no differ- 
ences between the management and the 
men on this point.”’ 

The Paltimore & Ohio also denied any 
dabbling in contract work by subletting 
jobs to eontractors who paid lesa than 
the union scale, but said it might re- 
sort to this if the strike issue was 
forced. “Should those now employed 
withdraw from the service,” said Vice 
President C. W. Galloway, “there is 
oniy one course for ‘the Baltimora & 
Ohio to pursue, and that is to endeavor 
to operate 20 as to serve the Govern- 
ment and the public. It will exert everv 
possible effort to that end, even to the 
extent of leasing its shops and contract- 
ing its work, if by the resulting condi- 
tions that chould be forced upon it.” 

At the local offices of the Pennsyl- 
vyania Railroad it was said that negotia- 
tions between the company and its shop- 
men were still in progress. The Penn- 
svivania deals directly with its men, 
who are organized In a so-called ‘* com- 
pany union,’’ and has ck inde- 
pendently of both the Railroad Labor 
Board and the other railroads in the 
wage controversies of the last few 
months. Its maintenance of way men, 
who are threatening to go out on a 
general strike, recently accepted a wage 
cut voluntraily.

MOVE ON MINE FIELDS 


West Virginia and Colorado Forces 
Are Called to ‘Maintain Peace 
and Prevent Disorder.’ 


CHARLESTON, W. Va., June 30 (As- 
sociated Press).—‘‘ There will be no 


‘Herrin massacre’ ‘in West Virginia if 
by any action of the constituted author- 
ities it can be avoided,’’ deciared Gov- 
ernor F, F. Morgan in a formal state- 
ment issued today in connection with 
the dispatch of National Guardsmen, 
State police and deputy sheriffs into 
the Paint and Cabin Creek mining 
fields.

WASHINGTON, June 30.--AmDassador 
Herrick at Paria today notifted the State 
Department that the French Foreign 
Office had handed him a copy of the 
latest drafts of the Class B mandates 
worked out by the League of Nations 
for Togoland, the Kamerun and Syria. 
The Ambassador stated, in a general 
way, the scope of the revised terms of 
the mandates and informed the State 
Department that he was forwarding the 
full texts by mail. 

The revised draft of the mandates was 
made in compliance with the wishes of 
Secretary Hughes, and to meet all the 
objections raised by him on behalf of 
the American Government. It is under- 
stood that the mandates provide for 
equality of treatment for all nations in 


|the mandated territories and for pro- 


tection and freedom of action for mis- 
sionaries in those districts. 

The French Foreign Office is anxfous 
that this Government signify its ap- 


proval ‘of the mandates before July 12. 
They are scheduled to be sumitted to

Try to Cripple Free State. 


DUBLIN, June 30 (Associated Press). 
—The primary idea of the conflict was 
declared today to make government by 
the provisional authorities impossible. 
De Valera has consistently described the 
Government as being a usurper, and not- 
withstanding the verdict of the electors 
in the recent balloting, it still is being 
charged by the Republicans as being the 
agent of the British Government. 

There is. much speculation over what 
will follow the capture of the Four 
Courts.

Ruins Show Intensity of Fight. 
Special Cable to Tug New YorK Times. 


LONDON, June 30.—The Daily News 
Dublin correspondent telegraphs the fol- 
lowing description of a visit he paid to 
; the burning Four Courts half an hour 
after the surrender of the garrison: 

“ At 4:30 I was able to enter the blaz- 


; half an hour earlier the leaders of the

"At its farther side across the court 
yard, littered with the debris of. stores 
of explosions, the huge building was still 
burning with savage intensity> The rea- 
son for the surrender was plain enough, 
All of the Four Courts that was not 
ablaze had been shattered. In many 


places the solid walls were a mere sieve 
through which daylight poured upon a 
scene of indescribable chaos. 

“It was plain as I wandered from 
room to room that many high explosive 
shells had entered through windows and 
burst with terrific force. Inside’ the 
floors were strewn thickly with aban- 
doned ammunition. Broken rifles lay 
mixed up with tins of condensed milk, 
pots of jam, rashers of cold bacon, rags 
and matters of soldiers’ mattresses and 
all the broken paraphernalia of a bat- 
tlefield. 

‘The fight for the Four Courts has 
been calied an opera bouffé battle. The 
writer of those words may be assured 
that in all but extent it was as real a 
battle as any in the Great War itself. 
One could by using~a little imagination 
easily trace from gallery to gallery and 
bock to block the retreat of the des- 
perate defenders, leaving always be- 
hind them positions utterly untenable 
and finally being Uriven by fire on the 
one hand and the bombardment on the 
other to the corner from which there 
was no escape except by way of a 
dreadful death in the flames or gur- 
render.

FOUR COURTS BURNS;

WASHINGTON, June 30.—The Govern- 
ment balanced its, budget for the fiscal 
year ending today. This result of the 
Federal financial operations for the year 
was described by Under-Secretary of 
the Treasury Gilbert as ‘‘no mean ac- 
complishment,’’ but for the fiscal year 
1923, opening tomorrow, he declared the 
prospetts ‘‘ not good,’’ with a budget 
deficit estimated as high as $485,000,000. 

Final Treasury reports for the elosing 
fiscal year will not be available for a 
day or two, but Mr. Gilbert, who has 
charge “of the Government finances, de- 
clares that expenditures for the year 
would be less than $3,900,000,000, or 
$500,000,000 less than was estiinated as 
necessary by the spending departments 
at the outset of the year, and. that there 
would be @ small surplus of receipts. 

“That this has been accomplished,’’ he 
said, ‘tin the face of the unfavorable

TEXAS LEADS IN LYNCHINGS. 


Twelve Recorded There in Six 


Months, Tuskegee Reports. 


TUSKEGEE, Ala., June 30.—Twelve of 
thirty lynchings in the United States 
during the first half of the year were 
recorded in Texas, according to a state- 
ment of the Department of Records and 
Research of Tuskegee Institute, issued 
today. Mississippi was second to Texas 
with seven lynchings, while four were 
reported from Georgia. Arkansas had 
two lynchings and one each was reported 
from Alabama, Florida, Louisiana, 
Oklahoma and South Carolina. 

The number lynched during the period 
is six less than for the first half of 
1921 and eighteen more than the num- 
ber recorded for the first. six months of 
1920. 

Of those lynched two were white and 
twenty-eight negroes. Eleven of those 
put to death were charged with attacks 
upon women and nineteen were charged 
with other offenses. Five were burned 
at the stake and three were first put to 
death and then their: bodies burned, 
Four of those lynched In the year 1921 
were burned at the stake and three were 
first put to death before their bodies 
burned.

PHILADELPHIA, June 30.—Six per- 
gens were shot today in -a gun fight 
between ‘bandits and runners of tne 
Textile’ National Bank carrying pay- 
rolls to textile mills in the northeastern 
‘Section .of the city.

Replying to a request from President 
Harding that he present in writing not 
lafér than this morning his opposition 
to the plan of the Port of New York 
Authority for the development of New 
York Harbor, Mayor Hylan yesterday 
sent a memorandum to the President in 
which he stated his reasons for asking 
the President to veto the bill which 
passed both houses and is now awaiting 
the President's signature. The Presi- 
dent’s request was taken to mean that 
he will sign the bill. Mayor Hylan had 
notified the President that he desired to 
appear in person to present his objec- 
tions, but the President Suggested a 
written memorandum owing to Mr. 
Harding’s absence from Washington to 
visit Marion, Ohio. 


The memorandum, which was pre- 
pared by Corporation Counsel O’Brien, 
sets forth that the Port Authority 
plan is unconstitutional and void in 
that it attempts to regulate the foreign 
and interstate commerce passing in, 
about and through the Port of New 
York in violation of the commerce 
clause of the United States Constitu- 
tion. After setting forth that commerce | 
is now regulated and controlled by the | 
agencies of the National Government, | 
the Treasury Department, the War De- | 
partment and the Interstate Commerce | 
Commission it goes on: 

“It is visionary to assume that the 
port authority may be permitted to make 
a specidl und 


articular instance of a} 
inatter so vitally bound up in the very | 
life of the republic and curtail, even to | 
a minor degree, the authority of federal | 
agencies; authority which makes, as in | 
law it must make, for uniformity and 
concord in nationel commercial regula- | 
tion. Discord between the States would |

The brief states that it would be a/| 
serious matter to disorganize the | 
uniform system of foreign and interstate | 
commerce by the granting of the con- | 
sent of Congress to a ‘ sporadic and | 
purely localized plan.’’

Unless 
the rules and reguiations governing the}

FIND WOMAN’S BODY IN SEA. 


Stamford Police Believe It Is Mrs. 
Robinson, Lost in Storm. 


STAMFORD, Conn., June 30.—A wo- 
man's body, thought to be that of Mrs. 
Irene Robinson of New Rochelle, N. Y., 
was found today in Long Island Sound, 
five miles west of Stamford Light, by 
Stephen and Jack .Albro, fishermen, of 
Glen Cove, L. 1., who were crossing the 
Sound to this city. They towed the body 
into the harbor and left it at the Stam- 
ford Yacht Club afloat until tke medical 
examiner could view it. 

On the evening of June 11, the date of 
the heavy storm, A. F. Robinson, his 
wife and children, aged 2 and 4, left 
New Rochelle for Celd Spring Harbor, 
L. 1, All were lost when the storm 
capsized or sunk their boat. Mr. Rob- 
inson’s body was found later. 

There was no means of identifying the 
weman’s body, but the police previously 
had word that Mrs. Robinson’s body 
might be found in the Sound. On the 
left hand were a diamond ring and a 
wedding. ring. The body “was fylly 
clothed and with a raincoat.

WASHINGTON, June 30,—Clark Grif- 
fith, President of the Washington 
American League club, today in a 


Statement took exception to the reported 


lecture recently given by Kenesaw 
Mountain. Landis, Baseball Commis- 


sioner, .to9 members of the New York 
and Boston American League clubs, de- 
claring. he considered Judge Landis’s 
remarks, ‘‘ that the ball players must 
not gamble, bootleg or carouse around 
at night a direct insult to 98. per cent. 
of the ball players of the country.”’ 

Noting that Judge Landis’s talk to 
the Yankees and Red Sox had been an- 
nounced as the first of a series of sim- 
ilar talks, President Griffith declared: 
“There will be no lectures of the above 
mentioned kind perpetrated on the 
players-of the Washington club.”’ 

This last statement of the Washington 
club President was considered in base- 
ball circles here as a virtual defiance 
of the High Commissioner of Baseball, 
and aroused considerable interest, in 
view of the rule in the new governing 
code of organized baseball which pro- 
hibits public criticism by the magnates 
of the commissioner’s actions, 

President Griffith’s statement, as 
given out, was substantially as follows: 

“If the paper reports of . Judge 
Landis’s curtain lectures to the Yankee 
and Red Sox players are correct, and 
he is rightly quoted, I consider his re- 
marks, that the ball players must not 
gamble, bootleg or carouse around at 
night, a direct insult to 98 per cent. of 
the ball players of this country. Ball 
players in general are gentlemen, and 
their conduct in general is better than 
that of the average boys of their age. 

‘‘If the commissioner felt it his duty 
to reprimand some one or two players 
in. a matter of this kind he should have 
named the players and let every one 
know just who they are. 

‘““T know ball players as well as any 
regardless of what has hap- 
in the gume inthe past few 
years, I know the ball players to be 98 
per cent. pure, both as to honesty and 
conduct, and any one who refers to 
them in general as being otherwise is 
making a big mistake.

Lively Ball Complaint Now 
Heard in Tennis Circles 


Too lively a ball is a complaint fre- 
quently heard in baseball efrcles, but 
it is something new in the tennis 
world. Tennis players of the country’ 
are being asked their opinions re- 
garding the balls now in use by Wal- 
ter L. Pate, Chairman of the United 
States Lawn Tennis Association’s 
Committee on Balls and Supplies. 
Some players have complained that 
the balls have too high a bound on 
hard courts. The size and weight of 
the official balls are governed by the 
rules of the association, and for the 
last two years there has been a pro- 
vision with regard to their resilience. 
Incidentally, the English association 
does not approve of American-made 
balls, considering them too lively. If 
a sufficient number of American 
players register their opinion by Sept. 
1 that a lower bounding ball would 
be better for a hard court, a change 
will undoubtedly be recommended at 
the next annual meeting of the Na- 
tional Association,

- MOTOR-PACED RACE 


Captures Feature at Velodrome 
When Accidents Deprive 
Corry of Victory. 


A series of disheartening accidents 
robbed Frank Corry, Australian cy- 
clist, of a victory last night in the 50- 
kilometer motor paced race for profes- 
sionals, which featured the card at the 
Velodrome. A puncture when within 
eight miles of the finish line cost Corry 
an advantage of more than two laps 
which he had gained through spec- 
tacular riding. from the start of the 
grind. Then, when within a mile of 
the finish of his jpurney, and on the 
road to regaining the lead, the Aus- 


tralian lost the pace of his partner, 
Arthur Miller, and was hopeessly out 
of the running. 

Georges Seres, French cyclist, who 
was trailing Corry throughout, won 
first prize, finishing with an advantage 
of three laps on the Australian. 
Lawrence Gaffney of Brooklyn finished 
the 3l-mile and 1-lap race in third posi- 
tion. He covered 26 miles, 3% laps. 
Victor Linart of Belgium, the only other 
starter, was fourth. He rode 29 mites 
and 2 laps. The time was 45:10 1-5. 

Corry’s spectacular riding and his 
game exhibition after being thrown 
when his tire was punctured thrilled a 
crowd of about 10,000 which witnessed 
the races. The Australian lapped» the 
field for the first time at fifteen miles. 
Three miles further on he added another 
lap to his advantage. 

At twenty uiles Corry started in quest 
of his third lap on the field, but in the 
attempt came to grief. At about the 
twenty-two-mile mark Corry blew a 
front tire and was thrown heavily to the 
track. His arms and his right 2 were 
badly bruised by the fall, but he pluckily 
remounted. His advantage of about two 
and three-quarters laps was lost through 
the fall, but he gave chase to his rivals, 
riding at reckless speed. 

At twenty-s¢ven miles Corry was 
within thirt yards of Seres, who was 
leading the iield. The Australian went 
out at a terrific clip just before reaching 
the thirty-mile mark, but before starting 
on the last mile he lost his pace, and 
his chances for victory were gone. The 
Australian regained the pace of Miller 
in time to win second priza by an easy 
margin over Gaffney. 


Bundt Wins Over Grimm. 


Elmer Bundt of Buffalo carried off 
the one-third of a mile national cham- 
pionship in the second race of a series 
of six to determine the amateur cham- 


pion of America. Bunat nipped Wille 
Grimm of Newark just before reaching 
the tape, and won by a matter of 
inches. 

Third and fourth places went to Ed- 
ward C. Bendi, Unione Sportivia Ital- 
jana, and Carl Hambacher respectively. 
The time for the final was 42 seconds. 
A surprise was furnished in the run- 
ning of this event with the early elimi- 
nation of Fred Spencer of Plainfield 
who was regarded as the favorite for 
the title. Spencer was shut out by 
Hambacher in one of the trial heats. 
_By winning second place Grimm 
jumped to the lead in the point stand- 
ing for the amateur championship. 
Grimm now has 6 tallies, a margin 
of a single point over Spencer and 
Bundt, who are tied for second piace 
with 5 points each. Bendi has 2 points, 
Lawrence Sueffert 2, Sam Gastman ‘1 
and Hambacher 1. 

Following his defeat in the champion- 
ship test, Spencer came back later In a 
two-mile amateur handicap race and 
scored an impressive victory from 
scratch. Spencer went through a large 
field of rivals to carry off first prize 
with a. spectacular closing-lap dash 
Frank Bartell of Newark, who was al- 
lowed twenty yards, was second and 
Anthony Beckman, who started from the 
150-yard mark, was third, Spencer's 
time was 4:02 1-5. 


McNamara Scores From Scratch. 


Reggie McNamara, former Australian 
professional, who now makes his home 
in Newark, scored a brace of victories 


in the professional events. McNamara 
captured a mile race, which attracted 

a number of star riders, and repeated in 

a two-mile professional handicap event. 
In the shorter race McNamara trailed 
Arthur Spencer of Newark over the 

finish line, but Spencer was disqualified 
for coming through on the pole, in viola- 
tion of the rules. The disqualification 

gave McNamara first prize and Al 

Grenda of Australia second honors.

Evans, who is the present Western 
amateur champion, completely. out- 
classed Fred Wright of Los Angeles, 
beating him by 6 and 5 in their semi- 
final contest, while von Elm’s niargin 


over Wolff was 4 and 2. Part of each 
contest was played in a driving rain- 
storm, but the moisture seemed to help 
Evans and von Elm. 

Both matches started as if they would 
urn to the thirty-sixth hole, each victor 
being one down at the ninth and one up 
at the eighteenth. It was the old story 
in the afternoon round of the strain 
proving too great for some, but of no 
effect on those who had been steeled 
against breakdowns. through grueling 
play in dozens of tournaments. 

Evans shot two under part in his 31 
holes despite the rain, which at onc 
time made it impossible to see fifty 
yards ahead. It didn’t last long, how- 
ever. He turned the first nine in par 
37, the second in par 36, the third In par 
387 and shot two birdies and two pars 
in the other four holes. 


Evans’s Control Unerring. 


The real brilliancy of the champion’s 
game did not show in his cards even 
though they were under par. It was his 
deadly accuracy and unerring control 
of every club that made Evans’s game 
today worthy of a place in the golf hall 
of fame. But for a few. bad breaks 
several more strokes would have been 
cut off of his medal cards. 

After the first four holes, when he 
partly dubbed a drive and sliced an 
approach, a blind man could have cad- 
died for Chick, for every ball was sent 
in an absolutely straight line for the 
pin. His drives and brassies were 
right for the flag his approaches 
dropped dead fn an advantage putting 
Position, his long putts went 
straight for the hole, several of 15 to 
30 feet going in, and sei'dom did he 
miss a short one. 

Wright made a great start after toss- 
ing the first hole. He hung up three 
birdies In a row, taking quick advan- 
tage of Evans's only let-up of the day. 
He could not hold his advantage, and 
became erratic and ape an unin- 
tentional fondness for poking with the 
woods. He never quit trying, however, 
and by some brilliant recoveries with 
the irons managed to hold an advantage 
to the sixteenth.

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THE PREVIOUS QUESTION. 

On behalf of the railway unions, Mr. 
JEWELL moved that orders should be 
taken from them instead of from the 
Labor Board. On behalf of the board, 
its Chairman moves the 
question, which is whether the board 
should act in the manner established 
by Congress. The Transportation act 
is law. Congress passed the law and 
the railways have obeyed it, often to 
their great loss. Every presumption 
is that the law is right and that the 
board should be sustained. 

The question of wages is less im- 
portant than the question whether the 
country is ruled on this subject by 
Songress or by the unions. If the 
Bnions wish to have the merits of their 
Base reviewed, the orderly and lawful 
gmethod has been shown them by the 
Failways. When the latter differed from 
the board they went into court and 
showed good cause. If the unions 
have a case against the board, they 
have only to show it to the courts and 
get a decision on the merits. The 
unions have received from the board 
more than they would probably get 
from a Judge. If they challenge the 
nation, they will lose everything. 

The Chairman of the Labor Board 
states that the railways have obeyed 
the law and that the unions must. It 
is useless to argue such a matter 
under threat of a strike. _As the ar- 
gument stahds, the country is ready 
for the previous question. There is 
still time for the workers to withdraw 
from their impossible position. When 
conditions favor they can open their 
case anew, without the prejudice

SHINGLES. 

Occasionally a tariff schedule comes 
under debate which is not highly im- 
portant in itself, but which so aptly 
illustrates the sinuosities of latter-day 
protection that it deserves more than 
passing mention. Such is the case 
with the proposed duty of 50 cents a 
thousand on shingles. The House bill 
embodied it last year, but the Senate 
rejected it this week by a large ma- 
jority. When the tax was accepted 
by the House the industry was much 
depressed, most of the shingle mills in 
Oregon and Washington being shut 
down. The protective logic was clear 
and: convincing that nothing but a 
high duty would enable them to open 
again. But, as a matter of fact, be- 
tween the time that the Fordney bill 
passed the House in 1921 and the 
present the mills have not only re- 
sumed operations, but have been ex- 
ceedingly prosperous. Some of them 
have been working night shifts, and 
are reported to be making more money 
than atvany time since 1920. 

Did this state of affairs diminish the 
zeal of the Senators from Washington 
and Oregon for a protective duty on 
shingles? Not in the least. They 
came forward gravely to argue that 
if a protective tariff was to be truly 
‘* national ’’ it must cover every in- 
dustry, and that it would be‘unfair to 
Ciscriminate against shingles simply 
because the business was doing well 
without any tariff favors, and because. 
the Western farmers and other con- 
sumers wanted to get their building 
materials as cheap as possible. Sena- 
tor Jones declared solemnly that ‘‘ if 
“ there is any justification for a pro- 
* tective tariff upon any product of 
** this country it lies in the case of 
‘* shingles.” And his colleague, Mr. 
PCINDEXTER, warned the Republican 
Senators that the Tariff bill which they 

passing would be **-absolutely-in- 


‘* free-trade speech, which might as 

** well be applied to almost any other 
*‘ important article listed in the Tariff 
“bill as to shingles.’’ He then went 
on to intimate that certain Minnesota 
lumbermen held views very different 
from those of Senator KeLLocc. The 
latter flatly stated, however: ‘“ It 


‘would not make any difference to 
“*me if all the lumbermen of that 
** State wanted ¢. duty on shingles or 
“‘lumber; I would not be for it.” 
This provoked Senator POINDEXTER 
into retorting that the Minnesota 
Senator ought consistently to be in 
favor of putting many other things on 
the free list, such as wheat or struc- 
tural steel, and he repeated that there 
is no way in which the protective 
policy can be justified as a public bene- 
fit unless ‘‘ every man who can supply 
**the American market by his indus- 
** try ” shall get his share of the good 
things going. But all these moving 
appeals failed to reach the heart of the 
Senate, which by a vote of 49 to 18 
struck out the duty which Chairman 
ForpNEY and the House had decided 
to be absolutely indispensable if 
American shingles were still to be for 
Americans.

RETRACTIONS AT THE HAGUE. 

The Hague conference started out 
with only one talent against Genoa’s 
ten, and it may follow Scriptural 
precedent by burying that one in the 
sands of Scheveningen. Thus far the 
Giscussions of the ‘‘ experts” about 
Russian trade and Russian credits 
fall into the field of doctrinal theology 
rather than economics. For example, 
LITVINOFF casually remarked to other 
members of the subcommittee on pri- 
vate property that Russia might be 
willing to give back some of it to its 
original owners, but only as a matter 
of expediency rather than of right. 

;'There was nothing new or startling 
about ‘this. Lrtvinorr probably 
opened the conversation with this re- 
mark as a sort of generally acceptable 
commonplace, a substitute for discus- 
sion of the weather. The whole “ re- 
treat to capitalism ”’ has been a matter 
of expediency, just as much as. the 
hasty summoning of an English tailor 
to The Hague to make dress clothes 
in which the Russian delegates can at- 
tend Queen WILHELMINA’s reception. 
The delegates are opposed to evening 
dress in principle, but it is expedient 
to do what they can to conciliate capi- 
taffsm. 

One would have supposed that these 
facts were plain to all the world, yet 
JATVINOFF’s harmless observation 
threw the subcommittee into a sort 
of fit. French, Belgian and Italian 
delegates refused to “ accept’’ this 
statement, which everybody knows is 
true, and demanded a retraction. 
Even Sir Parimrp Liorp-Graeme, the 
Chairman of the subcommittee, told 
LrrvinoFr sternly that he would gain 
nothing by such remarks. Thereupon, 
seeing the temper of the committee, 
Lrrvinorr at last explained that this 
was only a passing observation which 
had been .taken too seriously; his 
meaning would be made clear later. 
With this the committee seems to have 
been satisfied; but if this reluctance to 
accept evident—and harinless—truths 
is general at The Hague, little will be 
done. The leopard may be willing to 
paint out his spots, but he couldn’t 
change them even if he would. 


OUR NAPOLEONS. ABROAD. 

New York's Fire Chief, Joun Ken- 
Lon, looking over Europe and its 
methods of putting out fires, is not 
likely to see much that he doesn’t 
already know. European fire depart- 
ments, thanks to the fire-preventing 
habits of the population, don’t get 
much practice. Perhaps that is the 
reason they lack something of the 
dash, if not of the technical perfection, 
of the best. American forces. With all 
due respect to the fire departments of 
London, Paris and Berlin, if New York 
were left to the protection of any one 
of them it would burn down in a week. 
However, Mr. KENLON Is judiciously 
distributing praise to his European 
hosts; and he did his bit to head off 
tho flood of immigration ‘by telling an 
interviewer in Berlin that, thaugh the 
American workingman earns 3,000 
marks a day and the American intel- 
lectual laborer 1,500 marks, the prices 
are so high that European labor is, 
after all, not much worse off. 

Meanwhile, Commissioner ENRIGHT, 
whose department also has a harder 
task than most of its European ana- 
logues, is touring Europe, But, so far 
as can be gathered from the scanty 
official dispatches which he sends 
tome about the doings of his expedi- 
tionary force, he isn’t looking for in- 
formation; he is giving it. He is tell- 
ing them, specifically, about himself, 
and ‘ how he rose from the ranks, 
like NaPouzon.”” One hopes, for the 
sake of ‘historical accuracy, that he 


doesn't overlook a slight difference be- 
tween the two.’ NapoLuon spent little 
time at. a desk; Commissioner En- 
RIGHT’S career is proof that the type- 


writer is mightier than the nightstick. 


However, Europe will be all the bet- 
ter off for its contact with these two 
types of American municipal adminis- 
trators. But why not give Europe @ 
real treat? It has seen our Napoleon; 
now let it see our Lorenzo the Mag- 
nificent, patron and patronizer of art. 
We could spare him for a few months, 
and a visit from him would.be. worth 
more to Europe than the cancellation 
ef war debts. 


PARKING THE MUSICAL VILLAGE. 

It is to be hoped that the Mayor is 
not committed to the project of erect- 
ing the so-called Musical Village upon 
seven acres of Central Park confront- 
ing Fifty-ninth Street, but Controller 
Craic’s comment on the suggestion 
has the authentic ring. ‘** Why raise 
that question?’’ he is said to have 
asked, and one can well imagine the 
weariness of his tone. ‘‘ You can bet- 
‘“‘ter afford to add to Central Park 
“the site at Fifty-ninth Street than 
** you can to undertake to put these 
** buildings in the Park.’’ There comes 
a time when rage shifts to scorn and 
scorn to laughter. Such a desecration 
is too flagrant to be possiblé. In the 
words of Chamberlain BERoLZHEIMER, 
it is more than likely to ‘ kill the 
whole thing.’’ 

The interest which the City Govern- 
ment has taken in the fine arts, and 
its determination to co-operate toward 
housing them in a manner worthy of 
New York, cannot in themselves be 
too highly commended. But the prac- 
tical problem involved is one of ex- 
treme difficulty. The proposed site at 
the Seventh Avenue entrance of the 
Park is scarcely large enough, seems 
likely to_involve obstructing traffic 
and to encroach upon the Park. It 
would encounter serious obstacles in 
the alteration of subway and surface 
lines, while the expense would be very 
great, perhaps prohibitive. The site 
at Sixth Avenue and Fifty-third Street 
is larger and could probably be pur- 
chased for less; but it would: have the 
elevated to’the east and north of it, 
disfiguring the whole and submerging 
it in noise. Sites on Central Park 
West have much to commend them, 
but would be difficult of access from 
the larger part of the city. 

The problem, in short, requires de- 
liberation. It can be-solved to good 
purpose only by consultation with the 
most distinguished and experienced 
authorities available, and in the light 
of all possible data. The bearing upon 
the projected Plan of New York is ob- 
vious. In all probability no really 
eligible site can be created without a 
drastic reshaping of adjacent streets 
and avenues... Until we have a pro- 
posal that is at once comprehensive 
and practicable, the wise course is to 
park the Musical Village—but not in 
Central Park. 


A NEW OLYMPUS. 

Word comes from Geneva (not Wash- 
ington) that Dr. Greorcr ELLery Hats, 
Director of the Mount Wilson Ob- 
servatory, has been elected to mem- 
bership in the ipternational commit- 
tee which, under the auspices of the 
League of Nations, is to study and 
suggest methods of intellectual co-op- 
eration throughout the world. Dr. 
Have is an American, but it would ap- 
pear that he is not to sit as a repre- 
sentative of America, just as Dr. 
JoHN Bassett Moore, though an 
American, does not sit in the Inter- 
national Court of Justice at The Hague 
as a representative of the United 
States, but as an authority on inter- 
national law. It may be assumed, 
however, without conceit, that in the 
opinion of the rest of the nations the 
circle of wisdom, as well as that of 
justice, would not be complete without 
an American. 

There were twelve deities of highest 
rank in the ancient Olympian circle, 
under Zeus. Dr. Haup’s election in- 
creases to twelve the number of mem- 
bers of this new Olympian body. There 
is Exnstrern, whose theorfes are so ad- 
vanced that even in his own day he 
postponed their announcement until 
they could be understood by others.

Old saws originating in England are 
solemnly repeated here in America, 
where climatic conditions are wholly 
different, and constant refutation does 
nothing toward dispelling the popular 
conviction that the weather changes with 
the phases of the moon or with the in- 
clination of its crescent.

A vicious, because false, 
sentimentality marks twenty, perhaps 
fifty, films for one devoted to “‘ bathing 
beauties’ or the domestic ‘triangle ’’ 
so much exploited in modern literature— 
and in the Hterature of all times, for 
that matter. 

Still further back lies a larger harm 
realized by the psycholdgists—the harm 
that comes to the young from the ha- 
bitual and passive watching of fictitious 
activities, more or less exciting, instead 
of going out for the exercising of their 
faculties and energies through real ad- 
ventures of their own. This is a process 
distinctly demoralizing. It is compara- 
ble to the sort of athletics which con- 
sists in watching professionals while 
they play baseball—a practice which to 
common knowledge produces crowds of 
the very worst sportsmen known to man. 

It is by no means certain, as Senator 
Mrers reluctantly admitted, that the 
movies are here to stay. The. bicycle 
once had a like vogue, and where is it 
today? Of course, there always will be 
moving pictures, just as there always 
will be bicycles, but there is at least a 
chance that, after a while, the pictures, 
like the bicycles, will take their proper 
place in the scheme of Things as They 
Are. Then there will be no need to 
censor them,

Would Strengthen Government and 
- «Serve People Best. 

To the Editor of. The. New York Times: 

. The revival of the discussion of meas- 

ures- looking toward dn easier and 


‘more natural co-opération ‘between the |’ 


executive and- legislative branches of 
the Federal Government is timely and 
important; for the last* few years ea- 
pecially have shown that under our 
present practices such co-operation is 
difficult, and that the public business, 
| growing rapidly in complexity, is likely 

o be seriously hampéred if something 
of the kind is not done. President Hard- 
ing and his advisers are to be con- 
gratulated on taking the matter up for 
consideration. 

All the discussions I have seen ap- 
proach the problem from one- side only, 
and have in mind giving. Cabinet mem- 
bers a voice in the deliberation of the 
two Houses of Congress by legislative 
action, or both a voice and a’ vote by 
constitutionsl amendment. 

But the needed co-operation might be 
effected—though this plan has not, I 
think, been suggested before—if the 
President selected _his chief advisers, or 
Cabinet, from the membership of Con- 
gress, a. procedure the letter of the 
Constitution does not forbid, and that 
would require only minor legislation, if 
any. The Cabinet is not mentioned {n 
the Constitution, nor established by law; 
it is merely an advisory body brought 
together by the President and existing 
at his pleasure, and the President has 
ample authority to choose his chief a.d- 
visers and organize them as a body in 
such ways as may seem best to him and 
most conducive to the public interest. 

If this is the case, there is no legal 
obstacle preventing the President from 
choosing members of Congress as his 
chief advisers—the Chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Foreign Affairs, 
for instance, as his chief adviser on 
foreign affairs; the Chairman: of the 
appropriate committee in the House or 
Senate as his chief adviser on financial 
affairs, and so on down the list. More- 
over, he could instruct the heads of the 
executive departments to be guided by 
the directions he transmits through his 
Congressional advisers for the various 
departments, and could gather these ad- 
visers together as his Cabinet. 

Under such an arrangement polictes 
would be determined by the President 
and his Congressional advisers and 
the present heads of departments wou'd 
become Executive Secretaries charged 
with the loyal and effective carrying 
out of such polficies. 

Naturally, no President could well, or 
wpuld wish to, put such a plan into 
operation without the consent of the ex- 
ecutive heads of departments; indeed, 
it is not likely that the plan could be 
put into operation unless these heads 
of departments agreed to it before their 
appointment, and unless the men 
selected for such positions had been 
chosen with a view to their fitness to 
exercise the diminished functicns that 
the new status would contemplate. 

Whether the change would result in a 
wise procedure, whether any President 
would be willing to adopt it, and 
whether the members of Congress in- 
volved would accept it, are all open 
questions. But that the plan is consti- 
tutionally possible and that it would 
establish a .close co-operation between 
the Executive and the legislative 
branches of the Government is, I think, 
clear. 

Personally I do not approve the plan, 
and am outlining it partly as an over- 
looked possibility that may provoke dis- 
cussion and partly in order to bring to 
the fore the relationship between the 
Executive and the Congress that will in 
time, as I believe, develop, in fact if 
not formally, if heads of departments 
are given a voice in Congressional del{b- 
erations. It seems plain that a Con- 
gressional Cabinet would be highly un- 
desirable under a Constitution that does 
not authorize the Executive to dissolve 
Congress and appeal to the people in 
case of need. 

As I read our history, the people 
have been better served by their Chicf 
Executives, State and Federal, than by 
their legislators; of fhe two classes of 
officials, the former have, on the 
average, been broader, abler, braver 
and wiser; and they have as a rule, 
quite properly, succeeded better in win- 
ning and holding the people's -confi- 
derice, especially as the country and its 
problems have grown in complexity. 
What the country needs is not an in- 
crease in legislative power, but an in- 
crease in the. authority of the Chief Ex- 
ecutive to act freely and with reason- 
able promptitude in the public interest 
without the endless and paralyzing 
friction of petty hamperings, and in his

“Civic Warfare” in Essential lodustries Should Be R Rep 
~ tration Under Government Authority. 


For.a hundred years after the intro- 
duction of the factory system in Eng- 
land, and the crowding into cities o 
young people born and brought mz in the 
country, the strike was the wutty effective 
means of resisting oppression of labor by 
capital. Fop.three generations labor has 
fought its way to better pay and better 
conditions of family life by means of the 
strike. The strike has aly‘ays been and 
is now a war metho# especially in 
trades or indistries which have to do 
with necessaries of. life, like foods, fuels, 
clothing, shelters against sun, rain, 
snow or ice, and transportation, the 
common need of all trades and all human 
aggregations. 

Two doctrines widely accepted among 
thinking people during the first half of 
the nineteenth century promoted and 
prolonged this condition of industrial 
warfare. The first was the doctrine of 
Malthus that population In any civilized 
country increases much faster than the 
and the second 
was the doctrine called !aissez-faire, of 
which the main precept was that ‘society 
should not interfere with the natural 
right of the individual to do as he 
pleases in respect to his property or 
mode of life, paying no regard to the 
interest or welfare of other people; or, 
in other words, society should exert only 
the minimum amount of interference 
with the freedom of the individual. 

Both these doctrines have now been 
refuted and abandoned. With the prog- 
ress of science and the great develop- 
ment of commercial intercourse between 
different parts of the world it has been 
proved that the time is very far off 
when the population.of the world or any 
part thereof will even approach the full 
measure of the earth’s resources to sup- 
port animal life, including that of the 
human race. There are some countries 
which depend on the freedom of the seas 
for easy support of their. population, but 
in no country has population outgrown 
the available means of subsistence. The 
abhorrent recommendations of Malthus 
for preventing increase of population are 
being resurrected today under the title 
of birth control; but the new theory is 
no more likely than the old to be ac- 
cepted in practice, being equally miscon- 
ceived and misdirected. 

Again, because of the advance of med- 
feal science and of racial ethics the 
American communities no longer hold 
the laissez-faire theory. They have be- 
come used to many interferences with 
individual liberty by the collective force 
of State or nation exerted on behalf of 
the public health or the general welfare. 
American public opinion has decidedly 
outgrown both Malthusianism and 
laissez-faire. , 

Meantime, in democratic countries new 
means have been taken for remedying 
the wretchedness of crowded populations 
and for removing the laborer’s fear or 
chronic dread of continued poverty 
through the working period and ultimate 
dependence ir old age. The laboring 
classes in many occupations, though not 
in all, have experience of good condi- 
tions of life for.themselves and their 
families. Hope has taken the place of 
despair; and society as a whole believes 
in a more equitable distribution of 
wealth, in the control of wasteful con- 
sumption ana ruinous vices, and in the 
promotion by Government action of the 
physical health and moral welfare of 
all classes in the community. 

These changes in national conditions 
suggest the abolition of the civic war- 
fare called a strike. In quite a differ- 
ent way, but with a similar result, ex- 
perience of the horrors of war since 1914 
has suggested to some statesmen and na- 
tions the abolition of international war 
as a means of settling disputes between 
nations. It is plain, however, that. in- 
dustrial disputes must constantly occur, 
most of them local but some nation-; 
wide. Both labor and capital have ma 
gcod progress in adjusting local dispjgtes

But while the grip of the machine has 
been weakened and the partnership be- 
tween cormpt politics and corrupt busi- 
ness all but destroyed, demagogism re- 
mains today the greatest menace to our 
city’ government.

Liquor on American Ships.

In your editorial yesterday, ‘“‘ Does Rum 
Follow the Flag?’’ you quoted two opinions 
of the Department of Justice during my 
administration as Attorney General which 
you seemed to think left the matter in some 
dows. I call your attention to the opinion 
of Nov. 1, 1920, signed (in my absence). by 
SAlicitor Generali Frierson, and which covered 
fhe precise point. It was then held that 
the Eighteenth Amendment by its terms 
applies to the United States and “to all 
territory subject to the jurisdiction thereof," 
and that ships carrying the American flag 
are, for the purposes of the enforcement of 
the criminal laws, part of the “ territory 
subject to the jurisdiction ’’ of the United 
States. The opinion of Mr. Justice Field 


in United States v. Smiley was quoted as 
follows: we 


“ The constructive territory of the United 


States embraces vessels sailing under their 
flag; wherever they go they carry the laws 
of their country and far a violation of them 
their officers and men may be subjected to 
punishment.”’ 

It was held, therefore, that the grea 
Prohibition act applies to persons on 
American’ ships, whether in ~ American 
waters, on the. high seas, or in foreign 
waters.

Shrimpton has agreed to make restitu- 
tion of $25,000 to the Dier creditors.

cause of his part in this affair, Stone- 
ham agreed to pay $200,000 to the Dier 
ereditors and .others have promiséd to 
make restitution of sums which will 
bring the total to $500.000. Efforts to 
recover -assets by lawsuits against 
brokerage hotses and by other means 
may add $100,000 or: more to this total, 
so that the creditors may receive as 
high as 80 cents on the dollar. Dier

DOCTOR SAYS LENIN 
IS GREATLY EXHAUSTED 


Klemperer Declares Soviet Chief 


Is Incapable of Prolonged 
Brain Work.

BERLIN, June 30.—Privy Counzitor | 
Professor Klemperer has just retured | 
by airplane from Moscow after attend- 
ing Lenin. He said: 

‘When I arrived in Moscow Lenin 
still had to keep in bed. He showed 
great interest in eyerything, and par- 
ticularly asked me what impression tne 
Rapallo Treaty had made in Germany. 
So far as Lenin’s present illness is con- 


cerned, it has no connection with his! 
former wounds. The report that ne is 
suffering from progressive paralysis is| 
untrue. 

‘* Lenin is extraordinarily exhausted. 
One must bear in mind that this man, 
who fs past his fiftietn year, has in the 
last. thirty years of his life worked six- 
teen hotirs daily or more, and mostly 
without the assistance of a secretary, 
His well-known stomach and intestinal 
poisoning has depressed his general 
health. 

‘*‘ Newspaper reports that his condi- 
tion is hopeless, however, are exagger- 
ated. The evening before I left’ Mos- 
cow I walked in the garden with Lenin 
and he felt relatively well: He is not 
capable of concerning himself with brain 
work very long. He can not. read very 
long, either, and if he reads a_ book, 
magazine or newspaper he gets head- 
ache. 

‘Phe doctors, have forbidden. him to 
read newspapers and do not vermt h'm 
to have telephone conversations. He 
receives only his relatives und intimate 
friends, 

“Absolute rest and quiet is a postu- 
late for his recovery, but Lenin declared 
jt was impossible for him ‘to suspend 
hig activities for.a few months, There 
is a high probability ‘that if he would 
desist from all activities for three or 
four months he. could be réstored to 
health. Naturglly one can not give 4a 
guarantee. Lenin is absolutely in the 
full possession of consciousness and 
understands everything transpiring 
around him,’

Suffragist Who Lived in Private 


Family Says Reparation De- 
mands Cannot Be Met. 


The rigors of prohibition to those ac- 
customed to drink wine instead of water 
were brought nome to 135 Frenchmen 
aboard the French line steam Rocham- 
beau when it docked at noon yesterday. 
Because of the hour, the ‘immigration 
authorities decided to allow the aliens 
to ‘have their lunch on board- before 
taking up~ the examination of their 
papers. American passengers had been 
passed upon and permittéd ‘to go ashore. 

The Frenchmen. filed into the dining 
saloon. There were no wine glasses by 
their. plates—just tumblers filled with 
water. Silence reigned for the briefest 
moment and then protestations and im- 
precations rent the air. The chief stew- 
ard tried to soothe the excited passen- 
gers, but to no avail. The Chief Engi- 
neer, Captain: Leon Rollin,, and the 
American pilot who brought ‘the Roch- 
ambeau in tried their hand at explain- 
ing the provisions of the Volstead act 
as affecting steamships, 

‘“We have passed the three-mile limit,” 
Captain Rollin told his countrymen. 
“You are in America. There will ne no 
wine.”’ 

Most of the Frenchmen solaced them- 
selves by going on a hunger strike, und 
the Rochambeau’s steward saved a 
quantity of food. 

Mrs. Harriot Stanton Blatch, woman 
suffrage and labor advocate, returned 
with Harriot Stanton Blatch De Forest, 
her 12-year-old granddaughter. Mrs. 
Blatch said that while in Germany thev 
stopped with a German family, relatives 
of old friends. Here, she said, she had 
a chance to study at first hand the con- 
dition of the German middle and ptro- 
fessional classes. 

Says Germany Can't Pay. 

“The eldest son in this family is a 
banker,’’ Mrs. Blatch said. ‘* One of the 
daughters is editor of a newspaper, and 
others are typical representatives of the 
professional class of Germany. From 
what I have seen I can make two posi- 
tive statements—first, that Germany can- 
not pay the reparations demanded of 


her, and second, that the evil effects of 
the war. will be felt in Germany until 
the children of this generation have 
grown up. 

‘* Regarding the wealth of the middle 
classes and professional people, all I} 
need to do fs to cite the experiences of | 
the mother of the family with which Ij 
stopped. In former years she had been 
a collector of copper and brass antiques. 


‘Her entire collection has been taken by 


the Government and every other mate- 
rial object of value to the German Gov- 
ernment during the war and since has 
been levied upon or seized, , 

“These facts are more striking be- 


| cause one of her sons was a member of 


the Kaiser's hodyguard. Generally this 
is a condition in which the middle and 
professional classes of Germany find 
themselves. There are 80,000 teachers 


|out of employment in Berlin, and this 
| reflects gy lak of present conditions 


upon the rman children. .I saw. one 
teacher who is now instructing fifty-one 
students where formerly there were but 
twenty in his classes. 


Conditions in the Schools. 


‘*The reduction in the number of 
teachers employed is due to the govern- 
mental economy practiced in schools. 
Fifty per, cent. of the children under 
this teacher were subnormal, due to war 


conditions, including underfeeding, and 
20 per cent. of these pupils had no 
fathers, which was directly due to the 
war. 

‘Starvation is much more common in 
Germany than is generally supposed 
since the beginning of optimistic reports 
from that country. My host insisted that 
I eat at least one meal a day in a first- 
class hotel in order to avoid ill eonse- 
quences of their own meagre fare.”’ 

C. Dunsmore Curtis, Professor of Ar- 
chaeology at the American Academy at 
Rome,, who has been away three years, 
told of new. discoveries made by ‘cx- 
plorers in Rome in the past months.

NINE ARE INDICTED 
IN BIG OPIUM FRAUD 


Eight Individuals and a Ware- 
house Corporation Accused 
of Conspiracy. 


VALUE OF DRUG $1,000,000 


Released for lilicit Sale After Bogus 
Shipment ‘of Bricks to 
Cuba. 


Eight individuals and a . corporation 
operating a warehouse bonded for the 
storage of drugs_were indicted yesterday 
by. the Federal Grand Jury for con- 
spiracy resulting, according to Federal 
officials, in the defrauding of the Gov- 
ernment out of $8,400 duty on drugs and 
the release from the warehouse of large 
stores of opium for illicit. traffic in this 
city. The .valuesof the opium involved 
was said to be more than $1,000,000 at 
‘* Chinatown prices.”’ 

The. indictments were the result of 
raids several wecks ago on downtown 
opium resorts; Treasury Department 
agents got the evidence on which the 
indictments were returned yesterday to 
Judge Mayer. 

The. Anchor Warehouse, Incorporated, 
of 231 East Forty-seventh Street; Morris 
De Lueca, its President; Isaac J. 
Eltinger, a United States storekeeper at 
the warchouse; Themis Pariou, a manu- 
facturer of embroideries on West Thirty- 
fourth Street; William J. Sardo, well 
known among the sporting fraternity 
here and in Havana; Bernard ~and 
Gregorio Uriarte, wholesale druggists 
in Havana; Nick Karaca, former hotel 
proprietor and Steve Valliadis, were 
named in the indictments. Herman L. 
Falk, Assistant United States District 
Attorney, suid that the Grand Jury had 
not completed its inquiry. 

‘*it is our belief,'’ said Mr. Falk, 
‘that men high in -political circles in 
this city are involved in this conspiracy. 
We have not yet got to the bottom of 
it. The prosecution of these nine dé- 
fendants may disclose the _ secret in- 
fluences which we have reason:to believe 
are behind the drug traffic here:’’ 

Parlou, it is alleged, imported from 
Salonika, Greece, last Summer twenty 
cases of opium. Upon their arrival here 
the twenty cases, which came in two 
separate shipments, were placed in bond 
in the Anchor Warehouse on the repre- 
sentation that they were to be re-shipped 
to Mexico via Cuba. Instead of re-ship- 
ping the opium, the indictments allege, 
the men involvel in the conspiracy 
shipped twenty cases of bricks to 
Havana and distributed the opium taken 
from the warehouse for re-shipment to 
drug peddlers. throughout the city.

ANTI-LYNCHING BILL 
FAVORABLY REPORTED 


Committee’s Action, by 8 to 6 Vote, 
Surprises Senate—Democrats 
Accuse Lodge. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, June 30.—The Senate 
Judiciary Committee, to the surprise of 
the Senate, today by a vote of 8 to 6 
favorably reported the Dyer Anti- 
Lynching bill, which permits the Fed- 
eral Government to assume prosecution 


of lynchings when States fail or neglect 
to prosecute. It was fully understood 
that the Senate would allow this bill to 


die because it stirred up so much feeling | 


during its progress in the House, 

Those who voted to report it were 
Senators Dillingham, Brandegee, Colt, 
Sterling,. Shortridge, .Ernst, Cummins 
and Nelson. Those who opposed were 
Borah, Culberson, Overman, Reed, 
Shields and Walsh. Senator Reed, ab- 
sent on a campaign, sent his proxy. 

The subcommittee which has been con- 
sidering the bill reported unfavorably 
and for months nothing was done, the 
Senators opposed to the measure having 
been assured by the Republican leaders 
that it would be better to allow it to rest 
in the obscurity of the office files. _ 

Democratic leaders, who are against 
the proposal because of the troubles that 
would be encountered if the Federal 
Government interfered in States where 
such cases oceur, charged today that 
Senator Lodge, the Republican leader, 
was responsible for the revival of the 
bill and its favorable report. They as- 
serted that Senator Lodge, probably for 
the political effect it would have in 
Boston, had rallied enough Senators to 
its support to effect the action. 

According to Democrats there was a 


strong pressure in Massachusetts. for | 


the bill. This pressure, they say, in- 
fluenced the activity of Senator Lodge. 
In the opinion of Senator Borah and 
other experts on the Constitution, the 
bill asy framed is unconstitutional. It 
is not believed that the Senate can 
pass the bill before the November elec- 
tions, if at all. 

The bill as reported was slightly 
amended, but if anything the amend- 
ments gave the Federal Government 
more power.to intervene when the States 
failed or neglected to prosecute in cases 
of lynchings. The amendment allowing 
the ‘Federal Government to intervene 
does not require difficult evidence for 
neglect on the part of the States. It 
reads: 

“ Provided that it shall be charged in 
the indictment that, by reason of the 
failure, neglect or refusal of the offi- 
eers of the State charged with the duty 
of prosecuting such offense unger the 
laws of the State to proceed With due 
diligence -to apprehend and prosecute 
such participants, the State has denied 
to its citizens the equal protection of 
the laws. It shall not bé necessary that 
the jurisdictional allegations herein re- 
quired shall be proved beyond a reason- 
able doubt, and it shall be sufficient that 
such allegations are sustained by a pre- 
pondera ‘ice of the evidence.’’

NOME FOR THE POLE} 


American Flag aF arewell Present 
—Companion Sees Success 
or Death. 


NOME, Alaska, June 30 (Associated

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PRODUCTION ROSE 
STEADILY IN JUNE 


Federal Reserve Board Reports 
Drop in Unemployment and 
a General Upward Trend. 


PRICE ADVANCE CONTINUES 


Improvement Is Most Marked in 
Basic Industries and Highly Fin- 
ished Manufacturing Lines. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 30.—In its re- 
view of business conditions for June, 
the Federal Reserve Board reports a 
steady. increase in production, a de- 
crease in unemployment, which has 
created labor shortage in farm districts 
@nd some branches of, the steel and 
building industries, and a general trend 
toward better times. 

“The outstanding features of the eco- 
nomic development during the month,” 
the Board declared, ‘“‘have been the 
continued and noteworthy. increases in 
the physical volume of production and 
@ continuance of the advance in prices 
noted for the month of May, the whole- 
sale price index number of the United 
States Bureau of Labor statistics show- 
ing an increase of five points for that 
month.” 

Attention is called to the fact that 
prices in Great Britain also showed an 
increase, the index number prepared 
by the Federal Reserve Board for in- 
ternational comparison advancing four 
points, as compared with an increase of 
nine points in the similarly constructed 
number for the United States. 

™ An increase in production,’”’ the re- 
view continued, “‘ is noted in highly fin- 
fished lines of manufacture as well as 
in basic industries. The advance has 
been especially marked in iron and steel 
and industries which are large consum- 
ers of iron and steel products, such as 


automobiles, foundries, machine shops, 
&c. May copper production was 265 
per cent. of that of May, 1921, and 
showed a very large advance over the 
preceding month. Zinc output also in- 
creased, while stocks were less than 
half those at the close of May, 1921.’’ 

Building activity has continued, the 
board says, practically unabated, the 
value of contracts being about 50 per 
- cent. larger than for the corresponding 
period last year. 

Decided improvement was shown in 
tanning, and moderate improvement in 
the output of boots and shoes. Whaole- 
eale groceries and hardware showed a 
satisfactory advance and compared fa- 
vorably with sales of a year ago. In 
dry goods and shoes a seasonal reces- 
gion was reported, but the business in 
most of the Federal Reserve districts 
did not vary greatly from that of last 
year. The retail trade for many months 
was in excess of that of a year ago. 

General employment conditions, the 
board reported, have taken a very de- 
cided turn for the better. Most of the 
larger cities reported an increase. An 
advance in average weekly earnings 
in New York factories is accepted by 
the board as a significant indication 
both of the increasing scale of opera- 
tions in some establishments and also 
of increased rates of pay in certain lines 
in which labor shortages have devel- 
oped. 

In some lines a scarcity of labor is 
now reported, as for example in the 
steel and building trades,’’ the review 
continues. ‘‘ While unemployment still 
exists, especially in those industries 
such as coal and textiles, where labor 
troubles prevail, figures furnished by 
the United States Employment Service 
and by various State departments of 
labor show marked reductions in num- 
bers out of work.’’ 

‘““Most staple crops have shown im- 
provement during the past month and 
the approach of ‘midsummer finds the 
farming community as a whole antici- 
pating fully average yields. In some 
parts of ‘the country unfavorable 
weather has delayed or impaired pros- 
pects, but the general situation is favor- 
able. Car loadings on lines of railways 
serving agricultural districts show a 
very material advance even though the 
new crop has “not begun to move in 
quantity. Railways which have suffered 
most severely in business are those 
which are largely dependent upon coal 
to make up the bulk of their traffic. 

“Of fundamental interest has been 
the continued downward tendency of 
discount and money rates. In the New 
York market tne charge for call funds 
v.has been as low as 2% per cent. Rates 
for commercial paper have also tended 
distinctly downward. During the month 
the Federal Reserve banks of New York 
and Boston reduced the discount rate 
to 4 per cent. The Bank of England 
has also reduced its rate to 3% per cent. 
Federal Reserve bank portfolios show 
little change, also indicating a declining 
tendency, while member bank loans 
have shown but moderate alteration. 
The outcome of the International Bank- 
ers’ Conference at Paris was unfavor- 
able to the movement of exchange to- 
ward higher levels and limited recis- 
sions have occurred in nearly all of the 
European currencies. Foreign loans 
have continued to be placed in this mar- 
ket in considerable quantities. The 
latest export trade figures show a small 
shrinkage in the volume of exports, 
while imports have increased materigl-

Note In Bottle In Lake Ontarlo Con- 
fesses Three Murders.

ROCHESTER, N. Y., June 30.—‘‘ Oh 
God, forgive me for my sins. I have 
killed three people. J. Small,’’ scribbed 
on the back of a confectionery label and 
found floating in a bottle in Lake -On- 
tario off Manitou Beach by a fisherman 
today, has given Sheriff Henry W. Morse 
another mystery for solution. The bottle, 
with the note, was turned over to the 
Sheriff by William Popp of Braddock’s 
Point, who says he found it early today 
when he was pulling his nets about a 
mile and a half from the shore.

BOY IN JAIL FINDS 
IT'S A GOOD WORLD 


Homeless Youth, ‘Who Stole a 
” Grip When Starving, Gets 
Freedom and a Job. 


WEEPS AS PRISON FADES 


His Benefactor Vouches for Him 
and Promises to Be a 
Father to Him. 


When Ralph Kay, 17 years old and 
homeless, was arraigned before Judge 
Johnstone in General Sessions yester- 
day he expected a heavy sentence on his 
plea of guilty to the attempted theft 
of a suitcase about a month ago from 
an automobile at Broadway and Astor 
Place. He had spent more than three 
weeks in the Tombs, during which he 
had put on considerable flesh from the 
prison fare and had seen many male- 
factors cross the Bridge of Sighs to the 
Criminal Courts building to receive se- 
vere prison terms. 

Ten days before, when he pleaded 
guilty before Judge Johnstone, nobody 
seemed to be interested in him as he 
was hurried back to the Tombs. He 
held out a little hope of leniency that 
afternoon. when a probabtion officer 
called on him in his cell and asked him 
all about himself. He told the proba~ 
tion officer that he was born in Phila- 
delphia; that his mother died when he 
was 2 years old and, because his father 
was a sailor in the navy, he was placed 
in an institution. 

He was shifted from one institution to 
another until about six months ago, he 
said, when he was released to make his 
home with an aunt at 322 North Law- 
rence Street, Philadelphia. Things hap- 
pened, he added, which caused him to 
decide that it was necessary for him to 


go into the world, and he rode on a 
fr sient train to this city about six weeks 


ie could find no work. He walked 
the streets in the daytime and slept in 
doorways and park benches at night. 
On the day he attempted to steal the 
suitcase he was desperate from hunger. 
He was too weak even to carry the suit- 
case after he had pulled it out of the 
automobile, and that alone was the 
cause of his arrest. 

The kindness of the probation officer 
and the care with which he elicited 
every detail of his story from young 
Kay led the boy to entertain a faint 
hope that possibly he would not be 
punished as severely as some of his 
fellow-prisoners had predicted. This 
soon was dispelled by another prisoner, 
however, who cynically said to him: 
‘* Don't let that fellow kid you; that’s 
the old stuff they give all of/us. He’s 
just holding down a fat job when he’s 
doing tnat.”’ 

The oe officer did not tell him 
that all the questions asked him were 
the outcome of Judge Johnstone’s secret 
orders that the boy’s past be investi- 
gated. Judge Johnstone, it developed, 
was struck with the boy’s appearance 
when he pleaded guilty and became con- 
vinced he was not a youth of criminal 
tendencies. 

The probation officer checked up on 
young Kay’s story. He found it to be 
true in every detail. He made a lengthy 
report to the Court, and then Judge 
Johnstone asked District Attorney Ban- 
ton to interest himself in the boy’s case. 
Mr. Banton, it happened, was to address 
the United Irish Counties Association 
that night. He recited the story of the 
boy’s miserable life, and asked: “Is 
there anybody here who is willing to 


gamble on the chance that this boy is! 


worth saving?” 

“IT will,”’ was the prompt reply of 
Patrick J. Collins of 205 East Thirty- 
eighth Street, who is the President of 
the association. ‘* Turn him over to me, 
and I'll not alone get him a good job, 
but I'll be a father to him.’ 

Mr. Collins was in court yesterday 
when Mr. Banton, to the boy’s sur 
prise, asked Judge Johnstone to suspend 
sentence. Young Kay broke into tears 
as the District Attorney told the Court 
that Mr. Collins was ready to stand 
sponsor for the boy's future good con- 
duct. Judge Johnstone acquiesced in 
young Kay’s release, and then Mr. Col- 
lins, throwing his arm over the boy’s 
shoulder, started with him for the Con- 
ley Tinfoil Company’s plant at 521 West 
Twenty-fifth Street, got him a job at 
$15 a week and found him a home. 


Korona Carried Mixed Crew. 
MADRID, June 30.—The Peruvian Con- 
sul General here today declared that not 
a single Peruvian was aboard the Peru- 


vian steamship Xorona, whose crew mu- 
tinjed during the vessel’s voyage from 
New York to Cadiz. The Consul Gen- 
eral said that the crew consisted of two 
Chileans, eight Greeks, four Arabs, sev- 
en. Americans, fourteen Spaniards, an 
Esthonian, an Englishman, a Dane, a 
Swede ona an Austrian.

BRADSTREET’S OPTIMISTIC 


Cement and Auto Industries Report 
Record Sales=-Silk Goods and 
“Hoslery Active. 


The half year just ended brought a 
distinct advance in business, with most 
of the gain in confidence and actual 
transactions achieved during the second 
quarter, according to the weekly review 
of business by R. G. Dun & Co., while 
Bradstreet’s finds a ‘‘ very fair degree 
of activity and a really notable feeling 
of optimism." ‘ 

“The price recovery in many com- 
modities is proceeding more rapidly than 
had been generally expected,’’ says 
Dun’s. ‘* While index numbers of_a few 
months ago indicated clearly that the 
upward turn had come, certain markets 
have recently developed’ characteristics 
that were familiar in war times. With 
rising costs of production, due to a com- 
| bination of influences, many- sellers’ 
Fesrianie about prices have undergone re- 
| versal, and reports of premiums offered 
| for prompt deliveries are being heard 
| more frequently. Where speculative 
operations are influential, there has 
been much irregularity, and cotton has 
sustained a considerable reaction, after 
a noteworthy upturn. The main price 
trend, however, is distinctly toward 
higher levels, and textiles, hides and 
iron and steel have been prominent in 
the movement.’”’ 

Bradstreet’s says: 

*“‘Among the industries, the cement 
and automobile trades stand out clearly, 
with record sales and output reported. 
In the former industry, the immense 
program of road construction planned, 
estimated at 40,000,000 square yards, has 
been a big stimulant, reinforcing the 
active demand from the ordinary build- 
ing trades. All other building materials 
are active, although primary markets 
for lumber noté less of an edge on buy- 
ing and some softening of prices of 
woods used in house construction. Hard- 


ware, paints and plumbing materials 
sell well. 

“In primary textile markets, quiet de- 
mand but strength of prices are the out- 
standing features. The striking mill 
hands in New England are reported slow 
to return, although operations have been 
resumed at most mills. Silk goods sent 
the best reports as to new:buying, and 
more mill capacity is reported active at 
the leading centre.

Preliminary reports of railroad earn- 
ings for May, filed with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, show that 136 
Class 1 carriers, with a total mileage 
of 170,933 miles, had a net operating 
income of $46,967,700, compared with 


$20,393,000 for the same number of roads 


in. the corresponding month last year. 
Gross operating revenues, for the month 
fotaled $332,770,500, a gain of -six-tenths 
of 1 per cent. over last year, while net 
operating expenditures totaled $262,843,-

SAYS NATION NEEDS 
COMMERCE COURTS 


Restore Discarded Plan and Re 
vise Federal Trade Commis- 
sion, Lawyer Urges. 


Special to The New York Times. 
ATLANTIC CITY, N..J., June. 30.— 


Lauding the achievements of the recent 
conference on lHmitation of armaments, 
William L, Frierson, Assistant Attor- 
ney General under the Wilson Admin- 


‘istration, in an address here today be- 


fore the annual convention of the Mary- 


land State Bar Association, made a 
plea for American participation in. the 
recently established Permanent Court 
of International Justice now sitting at 
The Hague. 

“I believe that after ten years’ ex- 
perience. under the -naval : limitation 
treaty we may safely expect that the 
old war policies will not be resumed,’’ 
said Mr. Frierson. ‘‘I confidently look 
forward to the time when the high seas 
will be recognized as the common pos- 
session of all nations, kept safe for the 
commerce of the world by a common 
navy.”’ 

The establishment of a mew commerce 
court was urged by Merritt Starr, a 
lawyer, of Chicago, in an address be- 
fore the convention this afternoon. 

“Among the legal institutions de- 
manded by the business and life of the 
country today,’’ said Mr. Starr, “are a 
Federal Trade Commission, which by a 
revision of the statutes will be given 
power to license business enterprises 
subject to visitation, supervision and 
correction, and a new commerce court 
to which the judicial questions involved 
in the proceedings of the commission 
may be referred. 

“The commerce court was a good in- 
stitution. When a good institution does 
not work well at first it is often im- 
patiently discarded and the good which 
it might accomplish is lost. 

“That court could be so reconstituted 
that there would be a commerce branch 
of each United States District Court 
which would promptly hear cases aris- 
ing under the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion act, the Interstate Commerce act 
and the Labor acts. 

“With thousands of pages of new na- 
tional legislation and hundreds of new 
national bureaus of administration at 
work trying to keep up with the ever 
multiplying forms of new industrial and 
commercial activity, there is a need for 
new branches of our national ‘courts, 
conducted by judges adapted to this 
new type of work who would conduct 
judicial investigations wherever such 
work was needed, bringing the admin- 
istration of these new national laws 
home to the people.’’

CHICAGO, “Ill, June 80.—General 
liquidation by longs in the July deliv- 
eries in all grains was on during the 
day, and, with buying of July and sell- 
ing of September by elevator interests 
and buying and selling of all deliveries 
to bring open trades down to the mar- 
ket, constituted the bulk of the day’s 
business.

One Person Killed Every 42 
Minutes, Says National 


Risk Bureau. 


TOTAL’ INJURED IS 300,000 


Campaign Is Begun by Insurance 


Organizations to Cut Num- 
ber of Accidents. 


Automobile accidents caused the death 
of 12,506 persens in this country last 
year—one death every forty-two minutes, 
day and night—and more than 300,000 
persens were injured. Although acci- 
dents ip-kenera! traffic are decreasing, 
Sutamiobile crashes increased in 1921 
about 4 per cent. overs 1920, and the per- 
centage this year is growing higher. 

These statements were made‘yesterday 
by Albert W. Whitney, assistant to ex- 
State Insurance Commissioner Jesse S. 
Phillips, General Manager of the Na- 
tional Bureau of Casualty and Surety 
Underwriters, who coupled his statistics 
with an announcement that the bureau 
has begun a campaign to cut down the 
number of accidents. 

“* The bureau,’’ said Mr. Whitney, ‘‘has 
voted to conduct for its members an 
automobile accident prevention campaign 
and has voted a substantial sum for the 
purpose. The bureau is the rate-making 
organization for automobile insurance 
other than fire and theft; that is, for 
insurance involving accidents. Its mem- 
bers are twenty-three of the leading 
stock casualty insurance companies. 

“This action was taken for business 
reasons, The insurance companies are 
alarmed at the tendencies, and feel that, 
for the good of the business, aside from 
reasons of public welfare, they must do 
something to check this evil, for not 
only is high-rated insurance harder to 
cell, but it is actually less profitable. 

“The preventive work of insurance 
companies in. the field of fire and in- 
caustrial accidents is well known. This 
is, however, the first organized effort 
on the part of the insurance companies 
to deal with the automobile accident- 
prevention problem. The bureau will 
not support local campaigns; that should 
be borne by local communities. The 
efforts of the bureau will be along more 
fundamental lines, such as expert studies 
looking toward better control of traffic 
conditions, development of safety educa- 
tion in public schools and among drivers, 
and the stimulation of an intelligent and 


effective treatment of the matter by 
weal mtn. 

n reaffirming his statement that the 
automobile accident hazard has “ ae 
tremendously,” Mr. Whitney said he 
thought the main reason was the in- 
creased number of cars in use. He said 
he did not believe motorists were be- 


comi mere, reckless, and said that the 
percen of accidents was about evenly 
divided between the big cars and the 
smaller ones. 

‘A spell of bad weather like we have 
just experienced,” he added, ‘‘ when 
the S are wet and the HkeHhood of 
skidding is increased, also contributes 
somewhat to the number of accidents.” 


GETS DATA ON FULLER CASE. 


Banton Says Broker’s Customers 
Have Furnished Him Evidence. 


District Attorney Banton said yester- 
day that he believed a way had been 
found to proceed against E. M. Fuller 
& Co., without the necessity of ex- 
amining the books of the bankrupt firm. 
He has received many complaints, some’ 
of them written, and in such detail, he 


said, that they cereee evidence en- 
abling him to begin inquiry. 

Mr. Banton said this evidence in 
dicated that money sent to the firm by 
customers for the purchase of stock 
had not been used for that purpose, 
but had been appropriated. 

The evidence already obtained prob- 
ably will be yrcemeees to the July Grand 
Jury when meets on Thursday, at 
which time Mr Banton also will ask 
that a Grand Jury subpoena be issued 
for the books so that the question of 
his right to examine them may be car- 
ried at once into the Federal Courts. 


EX-SENATOR CLARK SUES. 


Says Tax Assessment Exceeds Prap- 
erty Value by $850,000. 


Former United States Senator Wil- 
Ham A. Clark filed suit in the Supreme 


Court yesterday under the name of the 
Waclark Realty Company against the 
Commissioners of Taxes to reduce the 
assessment on his Fifth Avenue resi- 
dence at the northeast corner of Sev- 
enty-seventh Street. 

The land is assessed at $1,000,00 and 
the residence at $2,500,00. The com- 
plaint alleges that the entire property 
is worth only $2,650,000 and that a 
actual value of the land is only $850,000. 


Court Reverses $125,000 Judgment. 

The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court reversed yesterday a judgment for 
$125,000 against Herbert Dillion of the 


banking firm of Eastman, Dillon & Co. 
in a suit of Franklin A. Regan on an 
assigned claim of William F. Cox, 
George E. Sagetes, and Walter J. Bar- 
nett. The suit was based on an alleged 
contract by which the persons named 
were to get 40 per cent, of the funds 
received by the bankers upon the re- 
financing of the National Acme Manu- 
facturing Company of Cleveland.

Suit against the Soviet Government of 
Russia for $127,985 damages incurred 
when Bolshevist troops confiscated a 
shipment of furs at Yakutsk, has been 
commenced by Max Wulfsohn of Mount 
Vernon, N. Y., and Samuel Bonis of M.

Nineteen of the twenty-four revisivns 
shown in foodstuffs this week were up- 
ward. In the local provisions list bacon 
advanced % cent, but hams did not 


change. There was a decline of 10 cents 
in Middle Western lard here. At Chi- 
cago there were advances in live beef, 
live hogs and live sheep, while there 
was a decline of 3744 cents in short 
ribs. Mess pork was unchanged.

Band Trailed Through Venez- 
uela and Porto Rico Intercepted 
at Staten Island Ferry. 


ACCUSED WOMAN ESCAPES 


Parents of Boy Missing Seven Years 
Believe Mystery Will Be 
Solved Soon. 


After seven years’ search, in which 
they say they have spent $100,000, the 
parents of ‘‘ Jimmy” Glass, ‘the Jersey 
City boy, then 5 years old, who disap- 
peared from Greeley, Pike County, Pa., 
on May 12, 1915, believed last night that 
they were on the eve of obtaining a 
clue to him. The parents Mr.’and Mrs. 
Charles L. Glass, were summoned yes- 
terday to Staten Island to look over a 
group of gypsies detained by the police 
there and who, it was believed, might 
be able to give some ‘information about 
the missing boy. Later, they returned to 
Manhattan and questioned part of the 
same band of gypsies who had been 
taken to Old Slip Station. They talked 
to all the children among the gyps:es, 
hoping to find their boy among them. 

One vanload of gypsies, it developed, 
had eluded the police and among these, 
it was learned, was Mrs. Rosano Cos- 
tello, who was believed to know all 
about the missing boy. The police are 
now searching for her. 

After the disappearance of the Glass 
boy, it became known that a band of | 
gypsies had passed through the neigh- | 
borhood and it was thought they might 
have kidnapped him. This band was 
| traced through Venezuela, Brazil and
